BIRTH AND GROWTH OF

SWISS NATIONAL DAY WAS 
CELEBRATED ON AUGUST ist. 


2 ge 646th anniversary of the foundation 


of the Swiss State brings to mind the 

birth and growth of the Swiss politreal 
ideal. Such a retrospect is not out of place 
at the present time when the need for 
politieal renewal is felt everywhere. 

The men of the Alpine valleys of Uni, 
Schwytz and Unterwalden who, on the Ist 
of August, 199], met m the little ground of 
the Rútl on the lake of Lucerne to enter 
into an alliance were no conspirators against 
an established Government or an oppressive 
feudal lord. In the beginning the Swiss 
State never questioned the rather vague 
authority claimed by the Holy Roman Emprre. 
The confederacy was directed only against 
the unjust appropriation of old rights by 
certain landlords. These men wished only to 
secure for themselves, for all times, the rights 
they had acquired since immemorial time. 
Freedom and democracy were, for these sons 
of the Alps, the highest ideals, and on these 
they based their whole constitution. Thanks 
to their extraordinary perseverance and to 
the instinctive political foresight of the first 
Governments of this small state, it has been 
possible to preserve these ideals for the 
country until the present day. ‘They 
succeeded in creating a unity which has 
defied all the destructive elements which 
have appeared during the following centuries. 


FRUITS OF FRIENDSHIP 


The impression created by the first Federa- 
tion on their near neighbours was such that 
they, too, after a comparatively short time 
joined the founders of the Republic. ‘Lhe last 
accessions to the confederacy were the ripe 
fruit of a long standing friendship. Not a 
single district of Switzerland was joined to 
the Republic by conquest. The wars which 
the cantons waged in early times were nearly 
always for the purpose of warding off alien 
encroachments, or sometimes for the pro- 
tection of friendly countries who afterwards 
voluntarily joined the community. 

In the end success in arms itself became 
a great danger to Switzerland; it made the 
Confederation a sort of great power for whom 
the rulers of the time competed. ‘The climax 
of this period was the so-called Burgundy 
wars against Duke Charles. the Audacious, 
which ended in a crushing defeat of this

proud sovereign. It is owing to the wise 
discernment of the Swiss Governments of the 
time that the unity of the Republic which 
these victories had endangered was, after a 
comparatively short time restored, arid that 
the State again adopted the well-tried funda- 
mental principles of Republican simplicity. 


LAST SWISS WAR 


The last war waged by Switzerland against 
an alien power was the war against the 
Emperor Maximilian the First, which ended 
with the secession of the Confederatron from 
the Holy Roman Empire. | Interior struggles 
were certainly not spared the country in later 
times. The reaction. of the great European 
political movements made themselves felt in 
Switzerland as well as elsewhere; the re- 
ligious wars, the peasant wars, the wars be- 
tween town and country, and the resistance 
to the growing aristocracy in the eighteenth 
century cost the State much blood, 


OUTSIDE PRESSURE 

Indeed, serious pressure from outside was 
required before an end was put to the in- 
creasing discord at home. It is to the in- 
vasions of alien armies at the end of the 
eighteenth century, and specially to the occu- 
pation of the French, that Switzerland owes 
the revival of the Union. With a unique 
enthusiasm the whole people took up arms 
that time to drive out the intruder and to 
preserve in the interest of whole Europe 
their independency. It was this resistance 
against the Great Powers that gave Napoleon 
occasion to say that *‘ if Switzerland had not 
existed, a Switzerland must have been 
created.” Switzerland, should have been a 
connecting link between the Continental 
Powers. The realisation of this fact had as 
a direct consequence the declaration of the 
perpetual neutrality of Switzerland, which 
was confirmed by the Great Powers at the 
Conference of Paris in 1815. 

Napoleon also gave the country a liberal 
Constitution, which is to the present day the 
basis of the existing Constitution. It must, 
of course, be reluctantly admitted that 
the actual constitution erected in 1848 had its 
origin in civil war, but it was the last time 
that the Swiss people had recourse to arms. 


POLICY OF PEACE 

As if amazed by this absurd action, the 
Swiss Government and people, about this 
time, strenuously undertook the work of 
establishing peace at home and abroad. 
Switzerland became more and more conscious 
that it was her duty to stand aloof from the 
quarrels of the Powers and to exert herself 
in the cause of peace. Her steadfast persever- 
ance in this task may be, perhaps, the reason 
that, at the -end of the Great War, Swiss 
neutrality, which had been observed for more 
than three hundred years, was again guaran- 
teed by the Powers. This international 
guarantee, however, can only be maintained 
as long as the Republic retains her full free- 
dom. It is for this reason that the people 
of Switzerland are very anxious to retain their 
liberty. This spirit also gives rise to the 
demand for a stroug army, which is necessary 
to maintain neutrality. From such a spirit 
comes the peaceful collaboration of Switzer- 
land with the community of nations. It 
creates among other peoples the sympathies 
needful for their existence, and, after all, are 
not ’ympathies alone a guarantee in stormy 
times ? 1

HE men engaged in the Ulster herring 
fisheries are again appealing to the 
Government for assistance. 
the powers’ that be to prohibit the use of 


| 


ring nets in local waters and the landing , 


of fish caught by ring nets, and they 
declare that the fishing grounds are being 


depleted and their own livelihood filched , 


from them by Scottish and English 
fishermen. 

Evidence is -accumulating, however, 
which goes to show that the failure of 
the local men is, at least, in great 


measure, due to lack of knowledge, 


and that their competitors, by a closer | 


study of the habits of the herring, secure 
large hauls where they return with empty 
boats, 
by the fishermen of Portovogie, the land- 
ing of fish caught by the ring net was 
prohibited by the authorities from May 
29 to July 17. The local drift net fisher- 
men were, during that period, unable to 
satisfy even the Belfast demand. The 
Portovogie men obtained miserably poor 
catches, while the Scottish boats obtained 
bumper hauls, which ‘they landed in Port- 
patrick. Clearly, therefore, there was 
more in the matter than the class of net 
adopted. 

Mr. George Steven, the Ministry’s 
Inspector of Fisheries, declares that the 
fishing grounds used by the men from 
Portovogie abound in microscopic vegetable 
matter, which fish shun like the plague. 
This matter is carried down on the tides 
—one from the North and the other from 
St. George’s Channel. Where the tides 
meet, between the Isle of Man and the 
Irish coast, is a stretch of water where 
the tide is almost imperceptible. arid there 
the diatoms congregate. That, Mr. 
Steven, suggests. is where the Portovogie 
men fish, and their catches are poor in 
consequence. The Scottish ring net fishers 
go closer in to the Isle of Man. where 
there is a strong current, few diatoms and 
many fish. 

Having regard to the failure of the 
Portavogie men to meet the demand for 
herrings in the Belfast market when they 
had a monopoly of the supply, it is not 
likely that their latest petition will be 
acceded to. The remedy would appear to 
lie in their own hands. Herrings caught 
by Scotch boats off the Isle of Man. 
transported to Scotland, and _ thence to 
Larne were somewhat dear by the time 
they reached the housewives of Belfast, 
and the consumer, even in this present 
day, is entitled to some consideration. 
The Portavogie men are likely to be told 
to modernise their industry, equip the 
boats with ring nets, learn the use of 
them, and take advantage of such scientific 
knowledge of the habits of the fish as the 
Ministry is able to place at their disposal. 
It seems absurd that Scottish boats can 
land in County Down vast quantities of 
fish to be salted and sent to the furthest 
corners of Russia, while County Down 
fishermen cannot catch enough to supply 
the City of Belfast. 


Trafhe Congestion

Harvest Prospects 


Harvest prospects throughout the 
country have improved considerably with- 
in the past few weeks. The weather since 
the beginning of the month has been much 
drier than in July. Most of the floods 
throughout the country have disappeared, 
and at the moment it would seem that the 
farmer stood a chance of salving something 
from the wreck of his crops. 

While the low-lying lands in the country 
are thus improving, the slob lands on 
the foreshore near Belfast are still rain 
sodden and the mosquito continues to 
multiply. This insect has become a real 
plague in the city, and medical men regard 
the fact with real misgiving. The Medical 
Officer of Health, since his appointment 


a few years ago, has never ceased in his 
endeavours to cope with the pest, but he 
has had no success. On the contrary, the 
slob lands and the floods of this summer 
have given the mosquito vastly wider 
breeding grounds, and it is impossible 
in many districts to sit out of doors for 
more than a few minutes without being 
stung. Gardens in North Belfast district 
have become uninhabitable. Medical men 
sav that should any of the insects become 
infected with malaria—which might 
easily happen—nothing could save the 
city from a serious visitation of the 
disease. Unfortynately, short of dry 
seasons and a ‘reclamation scheme which 
would cost many hundreds of thousands of 
pounds, there seems no remedy.

Wherever it has competed with the tram- 
car on equal terms it has won “ hands 
down.” ‘But it has one fatal disadvantage 
—it does not use electricity, and the 
Corporation has a vast electrical. under- 
taking, which depends very largely on the 
tramways for its financial success. There 
is, therefore, a strong body of opinion in 
the Corporation in favour of substituting 
for the tramcar a system of electrically- 
driven trackless trolley cars which would 
take their current from the city electricity 
supply. 

The trolley ‘bus, as it ig called, 
certainly does away with one of the chief 
disadvantages of the tramcar. It is more 
mobile, and takes up and discharges 
passengers at the kerb. To this extent it 
must tend to lessen street congestion, but 
critics declare that this would only be a 
palliative. What is wanted is an electric 
vehicle which has the full freedom of move- 
ment possessed by the motor ‘bus, and 
they are looking for a battery-charged car 
of that character. Recent developments 
seem to promise success in that direction. 
The Corporation and the Government de- 
partment. are now studying the whole 
problem. 


A New Departure .

CORONATION 


Great, Britain will be the brightest spot on 
earth next May. Floodlighting on a scale 
which will far surpass that seen during the 
Jubilee celebrations will be installed to mark 
the Coronation. Manufacturers are busil 
engaged upon new apparatus, which will 
create new fairylands of colour in British 
cities. i 

“The great advances made in the science 
of lighting,” said one manufacturer of elec- 
tric lighting equipment, “will enable colour 
to be used far more freely than it was 
during the Jubilee We are now chock-full 
with special designs and orders.” 

Many buildings are permanently wired for 
floodlighting— presen for the Jubilee cele. 
brations by the electrical industry. These, 
where necessary, will be brought up-to-date. 

But British cities will not be chaotic with 
colour. The final plans for floodlighting will 
be decided upon, so far as London is con- 
cerned, by the Office of Works, the British 
Electrical Development Association and the 
Electric Light Manufacturers’ Association, 
and the work carried out by the engineers 
of the Office of Works. Authorities in other 
large towns will no doubt also take control.

MARRIAGES INCREASE 


—— 


Vital statistics contained in the Registrar- 
General’s annual report for 1935 in Northern 
Ireland show increases in the marriage and 
death rates, but a decrease in the birth rate. 
The marriage rate is the highest, and the 
birth rate the lowest ever recorded in 
Northern Ireland since its establishment as 4 
separate political unit, 

The number: of marriages registered during 
1935 was 8.844, which is 614 more than that 
for the previous year. The figure represents 
a rate of 6.87 per 1,000 of the estimated 
nopulation, which is 0.44 above the rate for 
1934. The statistics show that, apart from 
fluctuations during and immediately after the 
Great War, the marriage rate has remained 
very steady up to 1934 and 1955, when note 
worthy increases took place. Of the mar- 
riages in 1935, 7.0 per cent, took place in 
registry offices, which figure bas increased 
from 4.5 in 1921, and the general increase 15 
fairly evenly distributed over the ple o 
all denominations. Marriages of minors 
numbered—males 3.0 per cent., compared with 
14 for the previous year; females 12.5 per 
cent.. compared with 13.3 per cent. 

There were 24,742 births registeted during 
1935. which is 623 leas than those of 1934, 
and represents a rate of 19.2 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population, as compared with 
18.6 per 1,000 in 1934. The statistics show 

the rate of births has fallen steadily 

ng the past 35 years, with the exception 
of the vears of the Great War and immediately 
after. A slight check took place im 1934, 
put these latest figures show that this was bat 
temporary. Illegitimate births decreased from 
1,309 to 1,207 during the 1934-35 period. For 
every 1,000 females born in the year under 
review 1,068 males were born, W ich shows 
a decrease from the previous year's figure and 
an increase on those of the other years 4 160 
930. Of the total number of births, 24,1 
were born singly, a were born twins, @ 
six were born triplets.

JOURNEY ACROSS SEVEN 
COUNTRIES 
ae tam 


N accordance with the decision of the 
international Olympic Committee, the 
Ko ns a fire has been burning at the 
1956 Olympic Games at Berlin, writes Werner 
Klingeber in the current issue of Olympic 
Games, 1 The German Organising Com- 
mittee made arrangements for the ignition 
of this fire with a flame brought” from 
Olympia in order to symbolise the close 
relationship between the Olympic Games. of 
the past and those of the present. 

Athletes carried this flame a distance of 
5,000 kilometres across South-west ‘Euro 
and through seven: countries to “Berlin, the 
National Olympic Committees of Greece, 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Hungary, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia and Germany co-operating in 
completing the preparations. Each funner 
carried the flame one kilometre and _ lit 
the torch of the next athlete, who 
followed the same procedure. This relay 
continued unbroken for ten days and nights 
until the last runner reached the Olympic 
Stadium in Bertin. 

Extensive preparations were necessary for 
ensuring the successful execution of such a 
roject, months of research being devoted, 
or example, to the perfecting of a totch 
which could not be affected by heat, rain, 
wind or accidents, The final result was a 
brightly-flaming, magnesium torch in @ ti ht, 
non-meiting cover, and equipped with a fuse 
on each side, which served to re-ignite the 
torch constantly. These torches were dis- 
tributed along the route by the yarious 
National Committees. 


OLYMPIA TO ATHENS 


A project of this nature could not be. 
however, organised entirely behind office 
doors, and in order to study the course 
thoroughly it was covered by ‘motdr car. 
The route began at Olympia, 300 kilometres 
south of Athens. The old Olympic Fire was 
ignited reg a special ceremony at 
mid-day on July 20th amidst the ruins 
of the Temple of Zeus. The “Greek 
runners had no easy task, because a few 
kilometres from OQiympia lay the. first 
mountain pass which had to be crossed in 
order to reach the Ladon Valley and Arcadian 
highland. A section of the route over which 
they travelled was built specially for the 
occasion. The attractive jandscape around 
Olympia changes rapidly after one passed 
through the Alpheios Valley, and the route 
penetrated the wild, mountainous district in 
which passes up to 1,500 metres in altitude 
had to be crossed. Cutting through the 
mountain se w of Vytina, which seems to 
cling against the rocky ‘clifis, the céurse con- 
tinued to the Valley of Tripolis. Before 
reaching Tripolis, however, the 900 metre. high 
Dodakabos Pass had to be crossed, and the 
route wound upwards in steep serpentines and 
descended on the other side into the Valley 
of Argos. From there the view extended 
across the plain and the Bay of Nauplia, 
Then continuing along improved roadways, the 
Olympic Fire was carried to Corinth, 
Akrocorinth lay to the left of the course, 
which crossed the deep canal and isthmus 
te the Greek mainland, Continuing along the 
bay and opposite the Island of Salamis, the 
route approached Athens. 

On the evening of July 2ist a special 
festival of dedication was held in Athens, 
the scene of the first Olympic Games of 
modern fimes in 1896. e flame was then 
carried by Greek athletes through Boethia to 
Delphi, where at the Sanctuary of Apollo 
& special ceremony of veneration was held. 
After a short pause the run continued across 
four high mountain passes, throngh the 
Thessalian Plain, and along the base of 
Olympus to Salonika. After a last ceremony 
on Greek soil at the St. Demetrius Church 
square in Salonika, the flame continued its 
way through the tobacco’ district of” Sérres 
into the Valley of the Strumitza. 


ACROSS BULGARIA 


There Bulgarian runners. took over the 
flame on July 25th at two o'clock in the 
morning and. carried it 238 kilometres 
through Bulgaria to the Yugoslavian frontier. 
The course through Bulgaria was by no 
means an easy one, and the steep Kresna 
Ravine, with its narrow mountain pathways 
between rocks and precipices, had to 
negotiated at night. The torch-carrier 
reached Sofia at 6.50 o'clock in the evening, 
where a special celebration was held in the 
Stadium for the athletes of Bulgaria, at the 
close of which event runners set out ‘for 
every part of Bulgaria to carry the announce- 
ment of the Olympic Games into every vil- 
lage. 


YUGOSLAVIA 

The Yugoslavian frontier was crossed near 
Zaribrod, and after 25 hours the site of the 
royal burial ground of the Serbian kings, 
near Oplenac, was reached. Here the young 
King, himself a member of the Sokol Federa- 
tion, ignited a special sanctuary lamp at the 
rave of the late King Alexander J. with the 
lympic Flame, after which the flame was 
earried to Belgrade. At the conjunction of 
the Danube and Save a special festivity of 
Yugoslavian sportsmen took place, but it was 
of short duration, since the route over which 
the flame had still to travel was a long one. 


BUDAPEST TO BERLIN 


Hungarian runners took over the flame at 
Horgos, m the valley of the Theiss, and 
bore it through the broad Hun- 
garian Alfoeld to Budapest, the Queen 
of the Danbue, After a ceremony at the 
National Memorial, in which. the Huvgarian 
athletes participated, the flame was carried 
onwards to the Austrian frontier . 

On the outskirts of the City of Vienna the 
runner was met by flag-bearers, and a huge 
bonfire was lighted on the Heroic Square.

It 
was sub-divided into “three” very closely- 
connected peoples, ‘Who were known as the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes. The Serbs and 
Croats spoke the same language.

Russian 
characters, while the Croats, who were 
Catholic, wrote the same language in Latin 
characters, The Slovenes spoke a very

similar language. The Yugo-Slavians came 
to the Balkans fifteen centuries ago. The 
Serbs, living in the East, came under the 
influence or the Byzantine Empire, and 
embraced the Greek Church, while the Croats 
adhered to the Catholic Church. 


CENTURIES OF STRUGGLE 


These two peoples for “en centuries had 
quite separate histories. Their whole history 
was one of successive struggles against 
foreign inyaders—against the Byzantine 
Empire in the Middle Ages and against the 
Turks, who five centuries later conquered 
almost the whole of Yugo lavia. 
Later parts of the count were re- 
captured from the Turks by the Austrians. 
Thus unfil 1804 Yugo-Slavian lands were 
either under Turkey or under Austria. The 
first part to be liberated was Serbia, which 
in 1804, under Carra George, the ancestor of 
the present King, rose against Turkey and 
freed the part of the country around peers 
in the course of the nineteenth century Serbia 
grew in territory, becoming more powerful 
and the rallying point of the southern Slavs. 
In the eighties Serbia was proclaimed a 
kingdom. 

During the Balkan War of 1912-13 the 
province of Macedonia was united to Serbia, 
and thus the Jast part of Yugo-Slavia in the 
hands of the Turks was freed After that 
war the great majority of Yugo-Slavians were 
sti under Austro Hangarian rule, but with 
the downfall] of the Austrian Empire in 1919 
they were united in the present strong, power- 
ful State of Yugo-Slavia, under King Peter, 
the reigning monarch, 


LIKE IRELAND 


Professor Petnichky said Yugo Slavia was 
mostly an agricultural country like Ireland, 
but ihe industrialisation of the country was 
being pushed forward, Quite a number of 
textile manufactories, mines and metallurgical 
factories were being worked, The peasantry 
in most parts of the country still wore the 
national costume, which was very colourful 
and picturesque.

EDITIOUS libel was alleged in sum- 
S monses against Arnold Spencer Leese, 
prietor of The Fascist, and Walter 
Whitehead, printer of the newspaper, at Bow 
street. Police Court, London, yesterday. 

The essence of the offence was the alleged 
publication of defamatory matter in regard 
to a body of persons, said Mr. Eustace 
Fulton, who prosecuted. 

“It is said that the document which you 
have before you,” he said to the Magis- 
trate, “is a document which plainly was 
intended to incite ill will. and hostility 
between the Jewish subjects of His Majesty 
and others.” 


EXTRACTS READ IN COURT 


Mr. Fulton drew attention to a passage 
on the front page of The Fascist, which 
was a sample ot the whole. He read an 
extract :— 

‘The Jews ave not wanted anywhere on 
earth. Unfortunately, they are on the 
earth, and all over it, destroying everything 
good and decent by their contaminating in- 
terference. 

“The alternatives are:—l, to kill; 2, 
to sterilize; or, ó, to segregete, and our 
policy is the last one, conducted and main- 
tained at their own expense.” 

Mr. Fulton read another extract :— 

‘It is well estabiushed, in spite of many 
shameless denials, that Jews practise a ritual 
murder of Christians in order to obtain fresh 
blood to mix in their ceremonial Passover 
bread. 

“This was .dmitted at the Damascus 
ritual murder trial in 1840 by the Grand 
Rabbi of Damascus, Jacob-el-Antabi, and 
there are scores of well-authenticated cases 
of ritual murder of the most revolting kind 
before and since. So naturally decent is 
the Aryan mind that it grasps this fact with 
the greatest difficulty.” 


ANOTHER PASSAGE 


Mr. Fulton drew attention to another pas- 
sage, because, he said, it was mainly directed 
to His Majesty’s Jewish subjects. He read 
the passage as follows :—' The editor has 
found it necessary auring the last twelve 
months to spend a great deal of time in 
finding out who those people in the public 
eye really are. The general result of this 
research may be stated in the words—they 
are often not at all what they appear to be. 

“The Jew and the crypto-Jew (hidden 
Jew) or Morrano, and the part-Jew have been 
in many of the key positions during the war 
and after it, sharing them out with Gentiles 
who have married Jewesses or Jewish women, 
We ask the reader to think, and, having 
thought, to act and to take warning from the 
examples given above, and not to be so foolish 
as to egy to act under a Mason or anyone 
except an Aryan without family ties to Jews 
and Jewesses.”’ 


THE SWASTIKA 


Mr. Fulton said that the fourth extract 
seemed to state very clearly the organisation 
of this newspaper. It was under the == 
‘“‘ Swastika Badge,” ‘‘ For Sale and Wanted, 
Classified Advertisements,’ and read :— 

“Wear a Swastika badge, by which you 
commit yourself— 

“ (1) Never to buy from Jews; 

* (2) Never to employ Jews; 

“ (3) To do all you can to stop the Jewish 
invasion of your country.” ’ 

“This,” said Mr. Fulton, “was ima I 
designed to create ill-will between en 
subjects of His Majesty and others.” 

Inspector Kitchener said that in one article 
were set out the names of a number of people 
who were said to be either Jews or to have 
married Jewesses, 


STATEMENT BY PRINTER 


At the end of the evidence for the prose- 
cution, Mr, Fulton said that he had been 
asked to state that the organisation known as 
the Fascist Imperial League had nothing 
whatever to do with Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
Fascists. 

Mr. Whitehead—lI plead guilty to the print- 
ing of it, but I wish to state my position of 
the case. As far as Í am concerned, it seems 
to be a quarrel between His Majesty's sub- 
jects of the Jewish faith and members of the 
mperial Fascist faith. 

“I have been a master printer,” he con- 
tinued, ''for over thirty years, during which 
time not a single charge of libel, criminal or 
otherwise, has been brought against me. I 
know the pitfalls of the trade and honestly 
try to avoid them. I am brought in contact 
with people representing various religious and 
political opinions. But 1 have to live—they 
all bring grist to the mill. 

“With regard to The Fascist, it is a job 
bringing profit, and, therefore, I could not 
turn it down because it expressed certain 
views which some people might dislike. It 
did not advocate breaking the law. It did 
not make statements which seemed to be 
libellous in any way, or otherwise do anything 
which might get me into trouble.’’ 


PROPRIETOR’'S STATEMENT 

Leese said that on the second charge he 
reserved his: defence. With regard to the 
first, he submutted that there were defects in 
it which justified it being quashed. One was 
that the Jewish people were not an entity, 
and another was that 90 per cent. of the 
Jewish persons in the world were not subjects 
to whom His Majesty gave protection or the 
public prosecution owed a duty 

Another category, he said, had discarded 
the Jewish faith altogether. Some had been 
baptised,“ as Disraeli was; others accepted 
religious creeds or none at all. Among other 
classes of Jews were those who had accepted 
Palestine as their national home and had 
gone to live there, 

“The aggregate of Jewish persons does 
not make up an entity which anyone can 
call the Jewish people, he declared. “ Even 
a seditious libel gean surely concern some 
body, and not a vague conception.”

FIFTH BODY RECOVERED 
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Slowly, but surely, the tragic fate of the 
crew and passengers of the air liner

FINDS AT MAIDEN 
CASTLE 


> á 


SUPPOSED ANCIENT 
TEMPLE 


While digging on Thursday last at Maiden 
Castle, near Dorchester (Dorset), the pre- 
storic earthwork, students came upon traces 
f a massive timber structure. It is believed 
to date from the earliest days of this historic 
site—some 4,000 years ago. A succession of 
floors dating from the Stone Age to the 
Roman occupation is being investigated. It 


| 1s too early to say what this timber structure 


represents, but further light will be throw 
on the discovery within a few days. 

Dr. R. E. Mortimer Wheeler, Keeper of 
the London Museum, who is in charg. of the 
excavations, went at once to the spot when 


| students working under his directions made 


the discovery. They were digging in a deep, 
narrow trench when they came upon two post- 
holes. The fact that the holes were close 
together in the narrow trench suggests that 
the posts had a great burden to support, and 
from the size of the postholes the building 
must have been one of considerable dimen- 
sions. i 

“ The nature of this structure is not yet 
certain,’’ Dr. Wheeler said, “but the remains 
are being exp!óred: Te may even prove to be 
the site of an ancient temple used fo: wor-hip 
hundreds of years before Christ. 


THREE SEPARATE SITES 


“Our excavation party is larger than in 
previous years, We have between fifty and 
sixty students from many British and foreign 
universities, ranging from China to America, 
and including a number of people from India.

Ghe Duke of Sutherland 


The Duke of Sutherland put into Dun 
Laoghaire Harbowr on his yacht Sans 
Peur on Thursday. The Sans Veur is a 
very formidable craft, whose outline 
could easily be picked out as she lay at 
anchor off the West Vier. The Duke put 
out to sea again on Thursday night. His 
Grace of Sutherland is the sixth Duke, 
and bears the family name of Leveson 
Gower. (Luson Goor for the uninitiated.) 
He is now nearing his half-century, and 
in his time has been Grand Prior of the 
Primrose League, President of the Air 
League, Vice-President of the Royal Aero 
Club, Paymaster-General, and Under- 
Secretary to the Air Ministry. His Grace 
succeeded to the title in 1913. The story 
of the Leveson Gowers is a long one; for 
the family is old. The Levesons were 
first heard of in Scotland in the twelfth 
century at the Court of the Scottish 
Kings. They were supposed to have been 
of Flemish extraction. In a later ae 
they allied themselves in marriage with 
the Gowers of Yorkshive—an old Anglo- 
Saxon family who have done their share 
in shaping the history of England. The 
Gowers were among the early invaders of 
Scotland; one of them was concerned in 
the dispatch of Piers de Gaveston, the 
favourite courtier of Edward If., and im 
16839 Sir Thomas Gower, an ' Infantry 
Colonel, died at Dundalk, while engaged 
in an invasion of Ireland, one may sup- 
pose. The history of this family, of which 
the Duke of Sutherland is the chief, is 
full of romantic happenings and thrills. 
In the beginning they were the Faris of 
Sutherland, and at many periods were 
presided over by women when an heir ran 
short. In 1822 George IV., on his visit to 
Scotland, decreed that the head of the 
family should bear the sceptre of State 
before his sovereign. At that time it was 
the Countess of Sutherland who reigned 
at Dunrobin Castle, but her son, Lord 
Francis Leveson Goor, deputised for her. 
The Dukedom was created in 1835. 


Ghe Light that Failed 


It has always seemed to me, a corre- 
spondent writes, that the name of the 
firmly-established Children's Day at the 
Horse Show might very well be changed 
to Question Day. Long before closing 


time those grown-ups who believe that 
their children’s inquiri should be 
answered conscientiously appear to be in 
the last stages of nervous exhaustion. 
Only-those who allow the stream of ques- 
tions to flow on unchecked by any attempt 
at a reply retain their powers of observa- 
tion and of enjoyment,’ I noticed that at 
the open door of Sea Count’s loose box 
only the most callous grown-up failed to 
answer a large proportion of the questions 
concerning that happy warrior.

A Demobilised ATule 


On one of the small hill farms in 
County Dublin there is a mule that is 
described by his owner as a “ terror for 
allegatin’.’’

A gipsy caravan, with its inevitable 
accompaniment’ of piebald horses, ‘strag- 
gling donkeys and lean specimens of the 
canine race, is no uncommon sight on 
almost every roadway throughout the 
country. On the main conecreted highways 
and in prosperous suburban avenues these 
strange nomadic people are not seen at 
their best. They are mere birds of 
passage, with an ever-watchful eye on the 
authorities, whose laws they resent, and 
submit to only under pressure. Indeed, 
how gipsies contrive to make a living at 
all in such districts is astonishing, where 
it is the rule rather than the exception to 
turn all those of the vagrant class ruth- 
lessly from the door. But in the remote 
country places, where the authorities are 
less vigilant—or perhaps more kindly—the 
life im a gipsy encampment seems to be, 
at any rate from an onlooker’s standpoint, 
singularly pleasant. The smoke of the 
camp fires, mingled with the appetising 
smell of cooking in the early morning or 
in the cool of a long summer day has an 
attraction all its own; and the gipsies’ 
love for bright colouring in their clothing, 
and even in their crockery, lends an 
atmosphers of true, though perhaps primi- 
tive, comfort and gaiety. In country parts 
there also exists a greater degree of 
friendliness between the wayfarers and the 
more law-abiding citizens. Even the dogs 
of all shapes and sizes wag their welcome 
to the visitor or passer-by as they remove 
themselyes lazily out of the way. 


An Old-W orld Gadget

“Silk Watchchains ” (writes a correspon- 
dent), I possess another old-world adjunct 
to the work box.

civil war, whether the Government, or 
fhe rebels win, according to a “ special cor- 
res nt "oí the Manchester Guardian, who 
resides in a village close to Malaga, the 
Government naval base. 

In a letter from Andalusia written on 
August 3rd, from which we have received 
permission to quote, he says that he has 
asked many people will Communism come if 
the Government wins, and all have answered 
“No.” A Government much to the Left, of 
course, but nothing like Communism. Per- 
haps a dictatorship by Azafia; if not, one 
must expect a g deal of chaos. 

“ And if the military win?” asks the cor- 
respondent. ‘‘ They consist of a junta of 
Generals. Franco is said to a soldier, 
nothing more; Mola has a reputation for 
severity; Quiepo de llano, whose threats and 
insults we hear every night on the radio, 
seems to be a singularly repulsive figure; of 
Cabanellas I know nothing, except that, like 
the Cid, he has a long white beard. They 
will have a great many executions, and for a 
time everyone will be cowed. But there is 
little likelihood of there being anyone among 
them capable of dealing with the economic 
problems which this war will leave or of 
forcing his own party to make some racrifices, 
and unless such a person should appear a true 
Fascist régime in Spain is impossible. There 
will ba another reaction, for each time the 
pendulum swings a little more violently, and 
this time there is*every probabilRy that they 
will disappear for good.” 


ORIGIN OF THE WAR 


Dealing with the origin of the present 
trouble the AMlanchester Guardian's corre- 
spondent says :—‘‘ The two years of govern- 
ment by Lerroux and Gil Robles that fol- 
lowed the first Cortes of the Repuluic were 
altogether feeble and reactionary. Most of 
the progressive legislation of the previous 
Government was repealed; the most urgent 
aarecten reform was stopped; the feudal 
estates returned to their owners. All the old 
abuses .of the landlords came back, together 
with heavy unemployment. Then Socialist 
and Communist workers were penalised, their 
organisations were forbidden, and plans were 
made for setting up a Catholic authoritarian 
State on the Viennese model. 

“The middle classes had been so scared by 
the Oviedo revolution of October, 1934, that 
had Gil Robles shown any sense for the needs 
of the country or done anything to relieve 
unemployment they would have supported 
him. But in a country where the Church is 
anathema to three-quarters of the population 
he followed a mie d clerical policy. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that in the elections 
of last March, in spite of the fears of Com- 
munism and of the large sums spent on buy- 
ing votes, and in some places of police control 
of voting, the Popular Front won. 


COMMUNIST PLANS FAIL 


“ fwo things then happened. The Right, 
angry at their loss, deserted the party of 
Gil Robles for that of the more reactionary 
Calvo Sotelo, who wanted a dictatorship and 
was prepared in order to obtain it to have a 
civil war, The Socialist Party, on the other 
hand, which until the Oviedo revolution 
eighteen months before had been constitu- 
tional, largely went over to the extremist 
Largo Cabellero, and a deliberate strike pro- 
gramme followed. 

“The strikes were certainly upsetting the 

economy of the country seriously, but, on the 
other hand, they were provoking a reaction 
all over Spain and among the workmen them- 
selves. A quarrel with the Anarchists in 
May (the Anarchists are easily the largest 
revolutionary party in the country) was a 
serious check to Caballero. It was clear that 
the Anarchists did not mean to pull the 
chestnuts out of the fire for him. 
“ By June it was evident to everyone that 
there was no possibility of a successful Com- 
munist revolution unless something extra- 
ordinary happened, and by the al of the 
month in a polling in the Socialist Party 
re en py gained ouly 35 per cent. of the 
votes

“ BLIND HATRED” 


“ But Communists all the world over, long 
before they are near to power, manufacture 
Fascists. The military who planned this 
rising could not be expected to have any 
political sense, nor, it seems, any scruples 
about plunging the country into the most 
terrible war, nor of bringing in Moors and 
savage foreigners to conquer Spain. The 
‘gente de orden,’ champions of law and 
order, as they call themselves, and the reli- 
gious people here have few scruples of that 
kind, because their blind hatred of the 
working-class parties and of their Liberal 
allies outweighs everything. The result has 
been a catastrophe, which, however it ends, 
will poison the atmosphere of Spain for 
many years.” 

The’ assassination on July 12th of Don Jose 
Calvo Sotelo, an outstanding figure of the 
Right Wing Party, who favoured Fascism as 
a prelude to the restoration of the Monarchy, 
was the spark that started the conflagration. 

In connection with the death of Sotelo there 
is a little incident that the Malaga cor- 
respondent does not mention, but to which 
considerable importance is attached by the 
Catholic Party. In a speech in the Cortes 
a few days before the assassination he is 
reported in the official Diario de Sesiones to 
have said, addressing Senor Casares Quiroga : 
“I say to you what Saint Dominic of Silos 
said to a King of Castile: ‘Sir, my life you 
can take from me. but more you cannot do.’ 
And it is better to die with glory than to live 
in dishonour.”’ 


MURDER MYSTERY 

The Catholic Party take this utterance to 
mean that Sotelo knew his life to be in 
danger from the Government Party. The cor- 
respondent of the Manchester Guardian gays : 
“There is some mystery in this assassination. 
The usual reason given for it is that it was 
committed by the Storm Troops or Republican 
police as a reprisal for the murder of one 
of their officers the day before by Fascists. 
It. is also said that it was done on the orders 
of those who wished to precipitate a rising 
of the Right, as they considered that was 
the only way to a Communist revolution. The 
one thing that seems certain is that the 
Government, which was extremely anxious to 
avoid trouble, had nothing to do with it. 

“On the following day there was a debate 
in the Cortes. Gil Robles, the leader of the 
Catholic Party, made a speech which, begin- 
ning in a calm and reasonable tone, concluded 
violently. It was decided by the rebel 
Generals to utilise the feeling of indignation 
which the assassination had caused among 
their own partisans, The rising, which I am 
told had been arranged for July 25, therefore 
broke out on the evening of July 18 in Spain. 
It had hegun on the previous day in 
Morocco.” 


INCIDENTS AT MALAGA 


Dealing with incidents of the fighting that 
ensued, the correspondent states that, so far 
as Malaga was concerned, the affair was 
over almost before it had begun. The 
Governor released all the soldiers from their 
duty to their officers and they dispersed the 
rebel company with arguments. None of the 
soldiers was much in the mood for fighting, 
as they hed been inoculated two days earlier 
for typhoid. 

There had been some fighting before that 
after the officer in charge of the rebel com- 
pany had shot a workman who gave the Bol- 
shevik salute under his nose; but the Com- 
munists, having driven the soldiers into the 
Calle, had contemptuously left them § alone, 
When their men r them, the officers 
got back to barracks, where they were 
arrested, Fascists continued sniping from the 
roofs for two days, but on the ; day, de- 
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which those who heard it told me was most 
terrifying—they marched. into the Calle 
Larios. Selecting particular houses, some- 
times those from which snipers fired at them, 
sometimes those of people particularly hated 


they began to set fire to them.”’ 
ATROCITY STORIES 


During the next three days “houses were 
searched for arms, and prominent members of 
the Right and known Fascists were arrested 
and put in prison. Half a dozen’ men 
Eas re disliked by the workers (one, for 
example, was a rent collector in the rer 
quarters) were hunted out and killed. The 
general in command and his adjutant, as they 
were being transferred to a safer prison on 
a ship, were shot at by the mob: the general 
was severely wounded and his adjutant killed 

“ About a dozen people were also shot out- 
side Malaga as they were running away— 
among them two priests in disguise. In spite 
of the fanatical hatred in which priests are 
held in Andalusia by the working classes in 
the towns and villages, I am convinced that 
they would be much safer if they remained 
quietly at their posts and threw away their 
revolvers. 

“ These are the only acts of violence that 
have occurred so far in Malaga, and they 
were committed for the most part by the 
Communist Youth, a body recently formed by 
Largo Caballero, who are the most unpleasant 
feature of this civil war on the Left side. 
Various atrocity stories have been circulated 
—what is strange, among the workmen them- 
selves—of persons taken out of the prisons 
and shot and of naval: officers drowned. I 
have investigated these and fountl them to 
be untrue. T mention this because the 
B.B.C. broadcast last night that English 
people taken off from Malaga reported havin, 
seen many atrocities, My impression is that 
they were too overcome by the sight of 
burning houses, red flags, and armed work- 
men to notice anything else.” 


“ DAY I, YEAR 1” 


On the day the correspondent despatched 
his letter Malaga had become normal again, 
and everywhere it was a case of ‘ business 
as usual.” Even a new journal appeared dated 
“Day 1, Year 1.” 

“The warfare we wage,’’ he says, “takes 
one back into the Midd’e Ages. The fron- 
tiers are long, and there is a great in- 
sufficiency 6f troops. Except for the 
Storm Troops, the troops are of the feeblest 
description. The soldiers themselves, young 
men called six months or so ago to the 
colours, without officers to direct them, are 
at present little better than the militia, or 
armed workmen. .. . 

“ On the other hand, General Queipo (the 
rebel general at Seville) has three or four 
companies of seasoned troops, and the 
Spanish regiments at his disposal, however 
unwilling they may be to fight, are well 
officered. Most important of all, he does 
not stick at terror; he has given it out on the 
radio that prisoners, strikers and Communists 
are being shot in groups. 

In his concluding remarks, the correspon- 
dent says :—‘‘It is far from my intention, 
though, to paint the peasants and workers 
as lambs; they have just the same streak of 
violence and fanaticism as the other classes, 
and if they have’ behaved with moderation 
at Malaga that is only because they won an 
easy victory. The Communist Youth, among 
whom there are girls as well as men, are 
clearly responsible for a good deal, After 
all, they were created to do the dirty work. 
But in the workers and peasants in general 
there are a humanity, a_ simplicity, an 
idealism, and a quick intelligence which I 
find the most attractive things in Spanish 
character. The upper and middle classes, 
absorbed in money-making, in pride of class, 
and in corrupt politics, have in great part 
lost these qualities.’’ 


MINORITY TO BLAME 
FOR ATROCITIES 


MAJORITY POWERLESS IN 


BARCELONA 
Mr. Albert Coupe, who has for some years 


heen a Professor of Languages in Barcelona, 
has arrived at his father’s residence at 


Greenore, Co, Louth, having left Spain some 
ten days ago. 

He says that the descriptions given in the 
Irish newspapers of atrocities in Barcelona 
are perfectly true, and are borne out by his 
own experience and first-hand information. 
There is not, he says, a Catholic church in 
the city left undesecrated—many having been 
burned and others looted and pillaged and 
their contents wantonly destroyed. 

In the village in which he lived the church 
escaped the first fury of the mob, and the 
alge who served it was guaran. ed immunity 
yy the loca] Commmists. A day later two 
armed women arrived in a commandeered car 
—all the cars in Barcelona were com- 
mandeered—and demioded why the church 
had not been burned, calling them cowards 
and poltroons. Inflamed wy this, some of 
the worst of the local people joined the 
women in despoiling «nd setting fire to the 
church. The priest who had heen promised 
immunity, “é auntliet cleric who had taken 
refuge with him, were that night taken froin 
their hiding places and shot. Their bodies 
were found next morning ridil21 with byllets. 


PRISONS EMPTIED 


The Church of Jesus and Mary, in the 
suburb of Gracia, where Mr, Coupe’s father- 
in-law lived was wrecked about the same 
time. All its contents—furniture, pictures, 
statues and cruci‘ixes-—were heaped in the 
street and burned. 

Only a few of the local residents in either 
case lent a hand to this sacrilegious work, 
but those who were opposed to it could de 
nothing. Such arms as they might have used 
to defend their churches had been taken from 
them in the first month of the republre, and 
were now used to overawe them. 

One of the first acts of the Communists 
when they secured control was to open the 
gates of the city, prisons and release and arm 
every felon therein—those guilty of what were 
considered political crrmes had already been 
amnestied by the Government—and it was 
these prisoners, the lowest scum of the city, 
who were prominent in the subsequent out- 
— 

very private house in which religious 
objects were found was looted. Stores and 
shops were robbed wholesale. Every motor 
vehicle, without exception, was commandeered. 
Mr. Coupe saw three—two of them brand 
new—wrecked in succession by incompetent 
or drunken drivers.

Refuge at Pitcairn 


Pitcairn Island, in the Low Archipelago 
of the Southern Pacific, provided not onlv 
a home and tefuge from justice for some 
of the Bounty mutineers, but also the 
locale of one of the most interesting 

ionies in the world, Early in the history 
of the colony the islanders suffered in- 
ternal strife and murder until only one 
Englishman was left alive. Six, however. 
had lived long enough to produce offspring 
and establish the basis of one of the 
biggest genetic experiments we have ever 
known. To-day those six men have. living 
progeny, exceeding 800 in number, on 
Norfolk and Pitcairn Islands 

it 18 surprising to learn from Dr 
Shapiro that even during the lifetime of 
Fletcher Christian a Church Service was 
read on the island. Edward Young (a 
midshipman), who was rather better 
educated than the other mutineers. 
developed this. and Alexandgr Smith (who 
later called himself John Adams) con- 
tinued the practice. To-day the com- 
munity lives a God-fearing kind of life. 
but their theolegical tenets are now those 
of the Seventh Day Adventists. This 
change was due to the arrival, about a 
century ago, of a box of literature from 
the Seventh Day Adventists and the sub- 
sequent visit of a missionary. 


Migration to Tahiti 
Young died about 1800, but he left some 


rudiments of education: among the 
children. In 1868 the number of in- 
habitants was thirty-five. Subsequently two 
Englishmen and George Huren Nobbs (an 
Irishman who became the island teacher, 
and, later. missionary) joined the com- 
munity. The year 1830 brought a severe 
drought and crop failure. so the islanders 
decided to migrate to Tahiti, and the whole 
population (87) left in the barque, Lucy 
Anne. Pitcairn people suffered much 
sickness while in Tahiti, and after a few 
months several families decided to return 
to their island home. Deaths continued 
among those who were left in Tahiti. and 
finally the remainder followed their kins.

Original 
A Strange Dialect 


The similarity of the climate of Tahiti 
and Pitcairn is probably responsible for 
the predominance’ of Tahitian charac- 
teristics. Among themselves the Pitcairn 
islanders speak a dialect incomprehensible 
to English or Polynesian ears, says Dr. 
Shapiro, but they use English when ad-

dressing visitors.. From the. word-tabie 
given by the author many. of the. words 
and phrases used in Pitcairn are obviously 
hastardised English, caused by slurring 
mm elision. 

he aspect oí the biological experiment 
which Dr. Shapiro really went w study, 
gave him some interesti data. On 
examining the effects of Ais Faisean 
marriages and in-breeding he found that 
it produced no very significant resulta— 
except with regard to the teeth of the pre- 
sent inhabitants, which are bad ; this is 
possibly a-heritage from their British íore- 
bears.

Mr. Vyvyan Richards’s work might 
éasily be described as a 252-page review of 
the ‘* Seven Pillars oí Wisdom,’’ shelped 
out with a lot of material which came to 
the author as a result of his friendship with 
Lawrence. He leaves the reader wonderin 
if Lawrence were such a great figure after all. 
One suspects at times that he is trying 
to ‘‘debunk”’ the Lawrence tradition, 
though the truth may be that he is striving 
sincerely to present an accurate portrait 
of his subject, He writes of Lawrence's 
showmanship, his self-conscioustiess. He 
disposes of the suspicion of homosexuality, 
but not as trenchantly as one would have 
liked. 

““ Like other men of genius, Lawrence 
rode on top of the world, but he saw him- 
self lonely there and dwelt on that

isolation—not out of self-pity, but from

Alexei Tolstoi’s Study

HE author of this spacious and extra- 
ordinary book is a kinsman of the 
more famous Tolstoi, but we prefer him 
by far to that coarse sentimentalist. He 
has taken a big theme, the rise of Peter the 
Great; and has written an imaginative 
biography, or historical novel; it is diff- 
cult to classify the work apes 5 Peter 
stands as a typically Russian character ; 
he has the same dumb, wondering way in 


‘life as the characters of Dostoievsky. The 


portrait, however, is snore sympathetic to 
a Western reader than the figures in such 
books as ‘‘ Crime and Punishment.”” We 
could understand Peter, we feel, and we 
can see that the master Tsar must have 
been just as he is portrayed here— 
passionate, pugnacious, yet controlled. 

The young man who could use a saw 
or inallet before he handled a sceptre, 
who could kill men, and who was strangely 
detached from the brilliant, ‘decadent, 
mysterious old Holy Russia that bred him, 
moves through events that are drawn with 
almost an historian’s vast sweep of line 
and:colour. The wedding customs of the 
Slavs make glamorous scenes, and. the 
boyars and princes would™be as romantic 
as figures in an opera if they were not 
salted with thé Russian brutality. 

What defect has such a work, for all its 
power and strangeness and absorbing 
interest, that scts it so far lower than, say, 
a novel by Scott or Dumas? It lacks the 
fine tints, especially of humour and 
style. These may be lóst by the accident 
of translation, but we think that they 
hardly can exist in the original. The 
times are to blame, our times of loud 
writing and cinematograph technique. As 
we lay down. the big book we feel as if 
we have witnessed one of the most effective 
of films, but have witnessed sémething 
superficial, without gaining, as we expect 
to gain from the literary art, something 
memorable. 


The Employment Act

The Conditions of Employment Act Hand- 
book. By L. J. Duffy. Dublin: The Labour 
Party. 6d. net. 


Ee meet the demand of the layman, 
whether worker or employer, for a 
popular exposition in simple language of 
the ‘ Conditions of Employment Act.” 
Mr. L. J. Duffy, Secretary of tne Labour 
Party, has produced an exceedingly useful 
Handbook, which is a very readable and 
relinble quide to this complicated Act. 
“; Duffy has clearly, and coneisely 
answered in his Handbook the questions 
of detail that are disturbing the employer 
as well as the worker. He has marshalled 
the various provisions of the Act under 4 
number of headings, such as ‘‘ Hours of 
Work,” “Annual Holidays,’’ ‘‘ Overtime 
Provisions,” “‘ Payment of Wages,”’ and 
in simple language he shows at a glance 
how the Act deals with the employment 
of women and juveniles, employment 
during the night, half holidays, shift 
workers, out-workers, calculation of piece 
work wages, etc. To facilitate easy 


reference Mr. Duffy has provided a subject | 


index. : 


Manners and morals in society had not 
yet gone through that revolution which 
was to mark the reign of Queen Victoria, 
still some years from the Throne. Even 
in the highest circles the Regency period 
bore, in some respects, resemblances to 
the more notorious reigns of earlier 
centuries. The influence of a young 
Queen was to put an end to all that in 
England. 

Harriette Wilson, as she called herself, 
was among the most famous of the 
‘“demi-reps’’ of her day: If she failed 
-~after a fair enough. trial—to —— 
into the most select circles, she had what 
was to herself the most gratifying success 
in circles not much lower in the social 
scale. She was the daughter of John 
Dubochet, a Swiss teacher of mathe- 
matics, who was something of an ad- 
venturer. Harriot, as she was christened, 
was one of a family of over a dozen, and 
was put to teaching at an early age. 
Teaching was not to her liking, and at 
fifteen years of age she was off to Brighton 
under the distinguished protection of the 
Earl of Craven. In after years malicious 
rivals asserted that this was not her first 
essay in gallantry, but even in this she 
was but following the example of two 
of her sisters. Another sister, “á md 
one of the best drawn characters in Mrs. 
Thirkell’s book, eventually became the 
Duchess of Berwick, but Harriette never 
reached such respectable dignity. 


A “' Dead Bore “- 


Launched on a profitable career, she 
made the most of her charms, Existing 
portraits do not suggest that she was of a 
type Of beauty that would appeal to 
laige nowadays, but she must have had 
the great gualities oí attractiveness and 
personality. She certainly had a witty 
tongue and the gift of characterisation. 
To wet Craven was but a beginning, and 
she soon left him as a “ dead bore.”’ 
Among the noblemen and dandies whom 
Harriette passed through her hands were 
Lord Alvanley, the Duke of Argyl the 
Marquess of Hertford (whom Thackeray 
immortalised as Lord Steyne), and Lord 
Worcester, who was to succeed to the ducal 
title of Beaufort. If she is to be believed, 
even Wellington was among her conquests ; 
but, indeed, the time came when it was 
wise not to take for granted all that she 
said. 

Sooner or later the ladies of Harriette’s 
profession run their course, and their days 
of high life come to an end long before 
the death rattle sounds. Harriette Wilson 
was no exception to this general rule. She 
had, however, a quality which few of her 
peeresses amongst lights 0’ love have pos- 
sessed. She could write, and when she 
reached the lean years she made the 
fullest use of the gift: She began to write 
her memoirs, and used them effectively to 
blackmail her old lovers, and probably 
many who were not really of their number. 
The book was an instantaneous and 
sensational success. In all it: ran to 
no less than a quarter million words. 
We can well believe that in all this there 
was much that was dull and of no con- 
sequence. . But it was lighted up by. much 
that was diverting. 


The Iron Duke 


Mrs. Thitkell is among several editors 
who have preserved most of what was 
worth preserving. From what she gives 
now we can see that Harriette could not 
only note the peculiarities of the men of 
the time in speech and manner, but sho 
could reproduce them with fidelity and sly 
humour. All through these pages are 
vignettes and reporting which would not 
dishonour Dickens or Thackeray. Whether 
true in fact or not, Harriette’s story of a 
visit paid her by Wellington, fresh from 
victory, only to be repulsed in drizzling 
rain by Argyll masquerading in an upper 
window as a maid or housekeeper in a 
nightcap of Harriette’s, is well told, and it 
delighted the town. No less amusing is 
her description of an Irishman on a stage 
coach, even to the “ brogue.’’ All the 
dialogue is in character with the people 
into whose mouths she puts it, and they 
include Granville, Melbourne, Brummell, 
Byron and Tom Sheridan, with hosts of 
others. : 

Mrs. Thirkell’s is probably the definitive 
biography of this foremost of English 
society courtesans of her day. For it she 
has drawn not only upon the printed 
‘‘Memoits,’’ but, as well, upon unpub- 
lished material from the same source, and 
from '' Clara Gazul,”’ a long-forgotten 
novel in which Harriette described her 
youth. She tells the story in excellent 
style and spirit, and it is not her fault if 
there is a gap before Harriette’s retire- 
ment to France. 

In the end Harriette married a bully and 
fraud named Rochfort, who seems to have 
been an Irishman. With him she had her 
full measure of trouble, and even Mrs. 
Thirkell is unable to tell us what her final 
exit was. 

Incidentally, Mrs. Thirkell telis the 
story of Harriette’s publisher, Stockd le, 
as fascinating a rascal in his way as any- 
body in literary history.

McSweeney) reported that the number of admissions 
for the month was the highest recorded since 
January. 1935. Scarlet fever continues to be very 
prevalent. and there were 120 cases in hospital 
at the end of the month. Sixteen cases of enteric 
fever were under treatment at present. Other 
diseases. under treatment imcinded diphtheria, 
measles, whooping cough, erysipelas, puerperal fever, 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, and lobar pneumonia.

Income-tax 
forms of the utmost subtlety must be 
filled; licences for importation and 
licences for exportation must be obtained ; 
births, marriages and deaths must be 
registered. Drive a motor-car, and you 
must have dealings with the Government ; 
enter a picture-house and there are 
little matters of entertainment tax. All 
these interventions demand staffs; and 
here, as across the Channel, the Civil 


rich tract of territory, capable of the | 
support of an almost unlimited popula- 
tion, will be permeated by the civilisation 
of Italy. The Italian language will be- 
come the tongue of commerce, government 
and culture. If we are tempted to deny 
this probability, on the argument that 
English has not become the common 
language of Great Britain’s far older 
possessions in Africa, we must recall that 
Italy’s ideas of .*‘ empire-building’’ are 
far more intense and self-conscious than 
those of Great Britain.

Housing Made Easy. 


From Northern Ireland comes the news 
that building societies are prospering 
there as never before. Large societies 
with their headquarters in England have 
extended their good work to this side of 
the Channel; and these, with ever more 
active native societies, have made a greatly 
increased number of citizens in the in- 
dustrial north-east owners, or potential 
owners, of their dwelling-places. This is 
good, and we hope to hear an equally good 
report in respect of the Free State soon. 
The beginning of true liberty for the 
people is to own their own homes—a 
benefit far beyond many that. are vaunted. 
With ownership of the home goes a stake 
in stability and peace, so that the whole 
community gains by the improved lot of 
the individual. A curious example of old- 
time housing methods is brought to notice 
in the latest number of the Journal of the 
Folklore of Ireland Society, in which a 
photograph and plan of old houses at Rath- 
new, County Wicklow, appear. Motorists 
were familiar, until last year, with a 
village of antique thatched cottages that 
overlooked the road from a slope of land 
called “ The Commons ” ; these dwellings 
were pulled down last year and replaced 
by more comfortable, if less picturesque, 
modern houses. From the Journal we 
learn that the old village grew up on a 
patch of land which was given, about 170 
years ago, by a Miss Blake, of Rathdrum, 
to be held free of rent for ever by anyone 
who cared to settle there. A colony of 
dispossessed folk grew up, building their 
own cottages all over “ The Commons.” 
Few owned any land, so the place became 
a little hamlet of agricultural labourers— 
an unusual phenomenon in this country. 
It is lucky that a scientific survey + as 
made before the old houses went, whereby 
the two-roomed, mud-walled, “ gable. 
chimney "’ cottages of an ancient tradi- 
tional form were described in a permanent 


| record. We read that “ the houses were 


built very rapidly, often being completed 
in three or four days.” Plans, papers, 
permits, and all the cumbrous, expensive 
machinery of the State were not required 
to put a roof over a family in the bad 
old days.

Aeroplanes for Both Sides 


Herr Hitler is now reluctant to take any 
hasty step in regard to the French neu- 
trality proposals. It is certain that he 
will not acquiesce except on two condi- 
tions—first, the restoration of the German 
aeroplanes which were captured by the 
Spanish Government's troops when sent to 
Spain to evacuate German nationals, and, 
secondly, compensation for the families of 
those Germans who were killed by Spanish 
workers. Some thirty or more aeroplanes 
are said to have left the Croydon and 
Heston airports in the last two or three 
weeks for Spain. Some have been pur- 
chased by Government agents, and ot ners 
on behalf of the rebels, and ‘‘spot cash ” in 
British gold has been paid for them. The 
export of civil aeroplanes from this 
country is not subject to licence, but, if a 
non-intervention pact is arranged, the 
authorities have powers to bring such 
machines under the export ban. 


Elbow-room for the Government

When the 
new buildings between Whitehall and the 
Embankment are constructed, it will be 
possible for all the principal sections ot 
the Admiralty, the War Office, and the 
Air Ministry to be housed in the same 
neighbourhood, but it will be several 
vears before the new offices are ready. 


Dearer Bread 


From Monday next Londoners will have 
to pay a halfpenny more for the 4ib. loaf, 
representing a rise from 8d. to 8}d., the 
highest price for six years. It is, almost 
certain that bread prices will rise, too, im 
the¢ountry, but it will depend upon the 
decision of the local Master Bakers’ 
Associations. About this time last year 
the price of the 4lb. loaf was 75d. But tor 
the fact that the trade had in hand fairly 
big stocks of cheap flour; and was not 
forced to buy supplies at the recent high 
ficures, the cost of the loaf would have 
been considerably more than it will be 
next week. 


The Portsmouth Air -Base 


The Air Ministry has definitely turned 
down Portsmouth’s suggestion that ‘t 
should contribute 75 per cent. of the cost 
of the proposed air base at Langstone 
Harbour, and will not go beyond a grant 
of £400,000. Whether the Portsmout 
Corporation will find the balance of the 
one million required is doubtful, though 
the members. are very keen on the pro- 
vision of this terminal port for Empire 
and Tranastlantic air services. They pro- 
bably will make another appeal to tke Air 
Ministry on the basis of a 50-50 offer, but 
it is not likely to be a.” successful 
excursion, in view of the unambiguous 
declaration that the Government, by 
undertaking to bear 40 per cent. of the 
capital cost, has already assumed more 
than its fair share of the transaction.

Empire Forest Products 


An index to the minor products of the 
forests ef the British -Empire has been 
compiled by the Imperial Economic Com- 
mittee, in consultation with the Forest 
Departments of the Empire, and with the 
assistance of Kew and the Imperial! 
Institute. It is the first of its kind. In 
it the various minor forest products, 
defined as “ any product of the natural 
forest other than timber and 
derivatives,’’ are classified under drugs 
and spices, dyes, essential oils, fibres. 
gums and resins, oils and oilseeds, 
tanning materials and miscellaneous 
products. These sections prefaced by 
short introductions, give for every com- 
modity the trade name, the botanical! 
species and the country of origin, and 
indicate where an export trade has

REBELS KILL 100 WOMEN 


Cashel branch of General O’Duffy’s 
National Corporate Party has decided to 
an a recruiting bureau to enrol 
lunteers for an Irish Brigade to fight 
r the Spanish rebels, A member of 
ralee Urban Council yesterday declared 
that he was raising a Kerry force for the 
same purpose. 

The Spanish rebels, according to Reuter, 
yesterday executed one hundred women at 
Alessandra Lejo, while most of the 
victims of the rebel ’planes which bombed 
Badajoz are stated to have been women, 
children and old people. 

The town of Badajoz, which was 
stormed by Wellington’s troops in the 
Peninsular War, is expected to fall at 
any moment before another siege. 
Spanish Government forces, which are 
holding it, are ringed round and 
constantly bombarded by insurgents. 

The town is completely ruined, and a 
fire is raging. Thousands of refugees 
have fled into Portugal. 

A raging fire, started by the last 

bombardment by three-engined insurgent 
war ‘planes, can be seen from the 
Portuguese town of Elvas. The ’planes 
dropped nineteen incendiary bombs on the 
town, 
_ Government adherents who take refuge 
in Portugal are immediately interned, 
but the women and children are treated 
with great humanity. 


WILL NOT RETURN 


The Civil Governor of Badajoz crossed 
the frontier on foot at Avranches, and 
was taken to a hospital, suffering from a 
heart attack. He swears, it is stated, that 
he will never return to Spain, but wishes 
to go to South America. He took 
advantage of the panic caused by an air 
raid to leave Badajoz, and arrived in 
Portugal in a state of great depression. 

The correspondent of the Diario de 
Noticias at Rosal de la Fronteira says 
that five Portuguese are among a number 
of people imprisoned by Government 
supporters in a church. 

At Almendra Lejo insurgent forces have 
executed over a thousand militia, 
including one hundred women. 

General Millan Astray, founder of .'e 
Spanish Foreign Legion, who arrived 
from the Argentine, has left by car for 
Seville. It is understood that he will 
take charge of native troops and 
legionnaires in the march on Madrid, as 
be was recently given command of the 
Moroccan Legion. 

An aeroplane will leave Lisbon to take 
food to women refugees from Spain, who 
are reported to be in a half-starving con- 
dition on the frontier near Badajoz. The 
‘plane has been chartered by a leading 
newspaper. It carries sandwiches, bread, 
sugar, tins of milk, and medical supplies.

BOMBARDMENT OF SAN 
SEBASTIAN 


A vigorous protest against Thursday’s 
bombardment by insurgent ‘planes of the 
civil population of San Sebastian has been 
made by the Governor, Senor Ortega. .

FOREIGN HELP 


A handful of foreign volunteers, includ- 
ing some Poles, arrived at Hendaye yes- 
terday morning to offer their services to 
the Spanish Popular Front.

GOVERNMENT SUCCESS

LOYAL TROOPS IN OVIEDO 


The Government forces yesterday after- 
noon managed to break down the defences 
of Oviedo, where there is at present heavy 
fighting in the streets of the town between 
the insurgents and Government forces. 

An account of the battle at Guadiaro, 
near Estepona, was secured by Reuter’s 
correspondent in the course of a visit to 
La Linea yesterday. 

Jt seems that regular troops from La 
Linea surrounded the Government forces 
along the beach during the night, while a 
detachment from San Roque attacked from 
inland. The fact that both the attacks 
were effected simultancously caused the 
loyal troops at Guadiaro to retreat, aban- 
doning seven machine-guns, fifty rifles 
and a hundred cases of ammunition, all 
of which were brought to La Linea by the 
insurgents. 

The number of Government casualties, 
according to the La _ Linea military 
authorities, was 170, compared with 9 in- 
surgents. There were many wounded. 


REBELS IN BADAJOZ

Ken BRETT, Upper Walkin 
street, Kilkenny, aged 22 years, who 
had been employed as a waiter at St. 
Kieran’s College, died at 5 o’clock this 
morning in the Central Hospital, Kil- 
kenny, from the effects of a bullet wound 
believed to have been caused by a revolver. 

His cousin, Thomas Brett, a tailor, who 
was taken into custody on Wednesday 
evening after the occurrence, was to-day 
brought before Mr. Michael Moor, Peace 
Commissioner, and charged with man- 
slaughter. 


REMAND GRANTED 


Sergeant Cully gave evidence of arrest, 


and said that the accuse] man made a 


statement detailing how the shooting 
occurred. 
The witness asked for a remand to the 
Kilkenny District Court on August 18. 
The application was granted, bail deing 
fixed at £200 and two sureties of £100 


each, which were forthcoming. 


THE INQUEST 


This evening, Mr. Nicholas Healy, 
solicitor, Acting Coroner, held an inquest 
on the body of William Brett at the Court- 
house, Kilkenny. 

Dr. W. J. Phelan, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, Central Hospital, said 
that Brett was admitted to the hospital 
on Wednesday, suffering from shock and 
hemorrhage. He had a punctured wound 
slightly to the left of the middle line in 
the lower abdomen, 
back, more or less opposite the front 
wound. 

With Dr. J. P. Healy, he operated 
upon Brett that afternoon, and found 
that the wound extended through the body. 
The small intestine had been perforated in 
several places, and the larger intestine 
in two places. He formed the opinion 
that the deceased man was unlikely to 
survive the injuries. 

He regained consciousness after the 
operation, and remained so until some 
time before his death at 5 a.m. The in- 
juries would be consistent with a bullet 
wound. Death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage restlting from the wounds 
which could have been caused by a bullet. 

Dr. J..P. Healy corroborated. 


CALLED TO THE SCENE 

Catherine Nolan said that she lived 
next door to Thomas Brett. At about 3 
o'clock on Wednesday Thomas Brett came 
into her house, caught her by the arm, 
and said: ‘‘ Come in quick; I am after 
shooting Billy.” She went into Thomas 
Brett’s house and saw William Brett 
lying on the floor. She asked him what 
had happened, and he said: “It is my 
stomach; do something.” As she helped 
Thomas Brett to lift William on to a 
chair, Thomas Brett said that he would 
have to tell the Guards, and the deceased 
man said: ‘‘-No; it was only an accident 
between you and me.” Thomas Brett then 
went for a doctor. 

William asked her to examine his back, 
and she saw a wound in his back. He 
said: ‘‘Tell Tom I’m safe; it is gone 
through.” He asked her to tie something 
tightly around him. She put a sheet 
around him, and saw a wound in his 
stomach. 

BULLET FOUND 

After he had been removed to hospital 
she went back to the kitchen and walked 
on something hard. She picked it up, and 
found that it was a bullet. She wrapped 
it up in a cloth, and later in the evening 
gave it to James Brett, a cousin of the 
deceased man. | She found the bullet 
about two feet from where she saw the 
deceased man lying. in the kitchen. 

Superintendent Crean said that, in 
view of the fact that a person had been 
charged before a special court with man- 
slaughter. he would ask for an adjourn- 
ment of the inquest. 

The Coroner adjourned the inquest 
pending the result of the criminal pro- 


ceedings.

STRIKING SPEECH BY 
MR. ROOSEVELT

BITTER EXPERIENCE OF 
BROKEN AGREEMENTS

STRIKING address on America’s 

interest in the peace of Europe, the 
disappointment due to broken interna- 
tional agreements, and the danger caused 
by war profiteers, was delivered by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to the Summer Conference 
here to-day. 


GOOD NEIGHBOUR POLICY 


Explaining that he had chosen this sub- 
ject ause ‘‘ it is so important that our 
people should not overlook problems and 
issues which, although they lie beyond 
our borders, may, and probably will, have 
a vital influence on the United States in 
the future,’’ President Roosevelt de- 
clared :— 

““I am more concerned and less cheer- 
ful about international world conditions 
than about our immediate domestic 
prospects. I say this, not as a confirmed 
pessimist, but as one who still hopes that 
envy, hatred and malice between the 
nations have reached their peak, and will 
be succeeded by a new tide of peace and 
good-will.”’ 

Reaffirming the policy of the ‘ good 
neichbours,’’ President Roosevelt said :— 
“The noblest monument to peace and to 
neighbourly economic and social friend- 
ship is the boundary uniting the United 
States and Canada—three thousand miles 
—-for friendship, with no barbed wire, no 
guns, soldiers or passport on the whole 
frontier. Mutual trust made that 
frontier.’’ 

After reviewing the achievements of the 
good neighbour policy with the South 
American Republics, President Roose- 
velt said: ‘‘ It is cur hope that knowledge 
and practical application of the good 
neighbour policy in this Hemisphere will 
be borne home to our neighbours across 
the seas. 


BITTER EXPERIENCE 


“ For ourselves, we are on good terms 
with them—terms, in most cases, of 
straightforward friendship and peaceful 
understanding—but of necessity we are 
deeply concerned with the tendencies of 
recent years among many nations and 
other countries. 

““Jt was a bitter experience to us when 
the spirit of agreement to which we were 
& party was not lived up to. It was an 
aven more bitter experience for the whole 
company of ations to witness not only 
the spirit, but the letter, of international 
agreements violated with impunity, and 
without regard to the simple principles of 
honour. Permanent friendships between 
nations, as between men, can be sustained 
only by scrupulous respect for the pledged 
word, 

“Despite all this, we have steadfastly 
sought to assist international movements 
to prevent war. We co-operated to the 
hitter end—and it was a bitter end—in 
the work of general disarmament confer- 
ences. When it failed we sought a 
separate treaty to deal with the manufac- 
ture and international traffic in arms. 
That proposal also came to nothing. 


ISOLATION FROM WAR 


“We participated—again to the bitter 
end—in a conference to continue naval 
limitation, and when it became evident 
that no general treaty could be signed, be- 
cause of the objections of others, we con- 
cluded with Great Britain and France a 
conditional treaty, which, much to my 
regret, already shows signs of ineffective- 
ness. 

“ We shun political commitments which 
might entangle us in foreign wars. We 
are not isolationists, except in so far that 
we seek to isolate ourselves completely 
from war, and we must remember that, so 
long as war exists, there will be some 
danger that even a nation which most 
ardently desires peace may be drawn into 
war, 

“I wish I could keep war from all 
nations, but that is beyond my power. I 
can, at least, make 9 nang that no act 
of the United States helps to produce or 
promote war. 

“I can at least make it clear tliat 
the conscience cf America revolts against 
war, and that any nation which provokes 
war forfeits the sympathy of the people of 
the United States.”’ 


CAUSES OF WAR 


Reviewing the causes of war—ancient 
hatreds, turbulent frontiers, new-born 
fanaticism—President Roosevelt suggested 
that a policy of lowering economic barriers 
might be of some assistance in dis- 
couraging the economic source. of war, and, 
therefore, contribute to peace. He did not 
maintain that a more liberal international 
trade would end war, but he feared that 
without that war was a natural sequence. 

Referring to the weapons given to the 
President by Congress with which to main- 
tain neutrality, President Roosevelt said 
that these weapons would, in the event of 
war in some other continent, reduce war 
profits which would otherwise accrue to 
American citizens. 

He said: ‘‘ Industrial and agricultural] 
production for war markets may give 
immense fortunes to a few men; for a 
nation as a whole it produces disaster. It 
was the prospect of war profits that made 
the farmers of the West plough up prairie 
land that should have been left for raising 
cattle. 

“ We are now reaping the harvest of 
those profits in the dust storms which have 
devastated those war-ploughed areas. 


PROFITS OR PEACE 


** Nevertheless, if war should break out 
in another continent let us not blink the 
fact that we would find in this country 
thousands of Americans who, seeking im- 
mediate riches—‘ fools of gold ’—would 
attempt to break down and evade our 
neutrality. 

“They would tell you—and, unfortu- 
nately, their views would get wide 
publicity—that, if they could produce and 
ship this, that or the other article to the 
belligerents, unemployed America would 
all find work, and America would once 
more capture the trade of the world. 

“It would be hard to resist that 
clamour—to realise the inevitable penalties 
and the inevitable day of reckoning that 
comes from false prosperity. 

‘* If we face a choice of profits or peace, 
the nation will answer—must answer—‘ we 
choose peace.’ ”' 

President Roosevelt went on: ‘‘ We can 
keep from war if those who watch and 
decide have a sufficiently detailed under- 
standing of international affairs to make 
certain that small decisions of each day 
do not lead to war, and if at the same 
time they possess the courage to say 
‘no’ to those who selfishly or unwisely 
would lead us into war.

Heretofore, when the checking was 
taking place the voting papers were placed 
in little heaps, face upwards, so that 
those looking on could make a rough 
estimate as to the result of the count when 
the checking had concluded. By arrange- 
ment, on this occasion thé papers, aft-_r 
having been sorted out, are placed on the 
bench face downwards, so that it is not 
possible to see which candidate receiver 
the first preference. 

During the morning tue boxes, wrapper! 
in brown paper and sealed, were conveyed 
to the Town Hall, where they were received 
by Mr. MacNiocaill, the Returning Officer. 
The checking commenced at 3 p.m., and 
continued without « break until seven 
o’clock, when there was an adjournment 
of an hour for tea. 


MAY FORFEIT DEPOSIT 


While signs point to a victory for 
Niland, there is a likelihood that the Re- 
publican candidate may lose his deposit.

AN offer to Mr. Cosgrave to set up a Historical Commission of Inquiry 

into the events leading up to the signing of the Treaty and to the 
outbreak of the civil war was made by Mr. de Valera, speaking at a large 
meeting in Irishtown, New Ross, County Wexford, last night.

Mr. de Valera, “ are not going to con- 
vince or satisfy anybody. I think that 
on one occasion I suggested to the former 
Government when the civil war was under 
discussion in the Dail,or someone else, that 
a Historical Commission of Inquiry should 
be set up, so that there might be some 
independent authoritative examination of 
the sequence of events leading up to the 
signing of the Treaty, and, later, the 
sequence of events leading up to the 
start of the civil war. My suggestion met 
with no response. 

“ Now I, as head of the Government, 
make an offer to Mr. Cosgrave. I am 
prepared to propose to the Executive 
Council that such a Historical Commission 
be set up—first, to inquire into the events 
leading up to the signing of the Treaty ; 
and, secondly, to the outbreak of the civil 
war. 

“I am ready to let Mr. Cosgrave 
nominate three of the members—say, a 
judge-or constitutional lawyer, a professor 
or recognised student of history (say, his 
candidate for Galway), and some third 
person similarly qualified to examine 
documents and to weigh historical evi- 
dence. I will similarly nominate three of 
the same character, and, if we and they 
cannot agree upon an impartial chairman, 
I am prepared to invite the bishops to 
nominate one of their own body. 


ARCHIVES AVAILABLE 


“I am prepared to give evidence, and 
Mr. Cosgrave and Miss MacSwiney may 
both be my accusers, if they will. The 
whole of the Government archives could 
be made available to them. 

“ H this offer be accepted I have no 
doubt that the result will be of lasting 
benefit, and will end the acceptance of 
propaganda as if it were impartial history 
and truth.” 

Giving his reasons for this suggested 
review of history, Mr. de Valera said that 
he had spoken a few evenings ago in 
Galway to the young people on matters 
which he regarded as of fundamental im- 
portance to them, and of fundamental im- 
portance if the country were to progress. 
The statements which he made were true, 
quite irrespective of whether he had been 
a constant advocate of them or merely a 
recent convert, as Mr. Cosgrave would 
suggest. 


YOUNG FOLKS’ IGNORANCE 


The young people to whom he addressed 
himself were only in their teens, if so 
much, fourteen years ago, and could not 
be expected to know first-hand the com- 
plex happenings of that time. He wanted 
them to believe that Dail Eireann, after 
the election of 1918, declared [Ireland's 
independence as a republic, and pledged 
themse!ves to maintain the republic by 
every means in their power. 

In 1921 another general election was 
held, when the people were asked to re- 
turn members to maintain that republic. 
The second Dail was composed of members 
so elected, so that when the Treaty was 
signed in London in December, 1921, and 
presented to the Dail, inasmuch as it 
meant the disestablishment of the re- 
public, it was not within the competence 
of Dail Eireann to do more than approve 
of the Treaty. Dail Eireann of itself was 
not competent to disestablish the re- 
public; the people only, and not Dail 
Eireann, could do that. The Second Dail 
had been elected to maintain the republic, 
not to destroy it. 


GRIFFITH'S VIEW 


This point of view was accepted by 
Arthur Griffith and his Cabinet after his 
(Mr. de Valera’s) resignation, when the 
majority in the Dail approved the Treaty. 
Republican members, however, continued 
to sit in the Dail after the vote on the 
Treaty. Undertakings had been given by 
Arthur Griffith that the republican insti- 
tution would be preserved intact. Their 
presence in the Dail during that period 
was evidence that they accepted the 
principle of majority rule, and of the 
right of the people to decide what ques- 
tion was at issue. 

At the Ard Fheis of Sinn Fein, the 
organisation to which they all belonged, 
an agreement was. reached providing, 
among other things, for the adjournment 
of the Ard Fheis for three months, 
and that when another parliamentary 
election should be held the whole of the 
Constitution of the Saorstat in its final 
form should be presented at the same time 
as an article of agreement. 


BYGONE CONTROVERSY 


This agreement showe.. again that Re- 
publicans in the itical organisation 
accepted the principle that the issues in- 
volved should be settled by t e vote of the 
people, but unfortunately that agreement 
was broken, though not by the Republi- 
cans. There was a controversy about ..e 
voters’ register, which became intensely 
bitter, The whole spirit of the agreement 
was finally departed from when the Con- 
stitution was finally presented without any 
warning on the very morning on which the 
poll was taking place, without any oppor- 
tunity being offered for an examination 
or discussion.

Proceeding, he said that if one examined 
all those great countries that had made 
their mark in the march of humanity to see 
how it was that they had been able to do 
it, one would find that they hai done it by 
reason of the fact that their combined wisdom 
and judgment were directed towards the 
national objective. 

That by-election had at least one grave 
disadvantage; they had four candidates and 
they ought to have only two. Two would 
give a better indication of the rational] heart 
of the people. Where there was a multi- 
plicity of parties in other countries there 
was not that co-ordination and co-operation 
which had marked the advance of the great 
countries of the world.

SPAIN

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day on the subject of non- 
intervention in the Spanish civil war, 
says:—The desire of the British Govern- 
ment for a speedy agreement between the 
Powers has been strengthened by the 
knowledge: that aeroplanes have been 
flown from this country to Spain— 
some intended, apparently, for ‘the 
insurgent forces and others for the 
Government. They were not military aero- 
planes, but every one knows that such 
machines can be used for scouting and can 
be quickly adapted for other military pur- 
poses. Unfortunately, the departures of 
privately owned mach:nes, flown by 
properly qualified pilots of foreign 
countries in time of peace, cannot be 
effectively controlled, An)Order in Council 
of 1931 prohibits the export, inter alia, of 
aircraft and of aircraft engines by sea, 
except by licence of the Board of Trade; 
but it does not cover cases where private 
owners instruct a pilot to take off from a 
civil aerodrome and fly to Spain or 
Portugal and deliver the aeroplane accord- 
ing to the instructions of the owners. 

The French Government, to whom at 
their desire this country left the initiative 
in proposing a general pact of non-inter. 
vention, appear to have been disturbed by 
the results of this restriction of the powers 
of the British authorities. Their wane: 
is comprehensible, but they can be assur 
that British public opinion as a whole ts 
opposed to: any interference in the 
ferocious conflict now raging in Spain, and 
they can have no doubts of the reality of 
British diplomatic support for their pro- 
posals. The Btitish Govetnment could 
hardly go so far as to anticipate an agree- 
meht between the Powers and entirely 
prohibit such transactions, though they 
can be trusted to do their utmost to dis- 
courage by every possible means private 
enterprise that is plainly contrary to 
Government policy. 

Now that Germany has agreed, at least 
in principle, to the French proposals, and 
the comprehensible fears of Portuga] have 
been sufficiently allayed for Senhor 
Salazar’s Government to support the 
principle of non-intervention, there really 
seems no valid reason why Italy, should 
delay any longer the conclusion of an 
agreement by insisting on conditions which 
no, French Goverasent could accept. M. 
Blum as far as he can gó if the 
direction of compromise, and it is hardly 
conceivable that Italian policy should 
desire ie sce the Great Powers indulging 
in a dangerous competition for the 
favours of the participants in a destructive 
civil war.

Furthermore, the effect of French public 
opinion might be disastrous, making it im- 
possible for M. Blum to continue his hitherto 
successful resistance to popular clamour for 
immediate intervention. 


PORTUGAL’S REPLY 


It is now learned in London, says Reuter, 
that the Portuguese Government have in- 
formed the British and French Governments 
that they are prepared to adhere iv principle 
to the proposed agreement for non-interven- 
tion in Spain. Their. agreement. is accom- 
panied by certain observations on the subject. 

The Swiss Federal Council decided yester- 
day to forbid all inhabitants of Switzerland, 
with the exception of Spanish -visitors, to 
leave the country to take part in the hostili- 
ties in Spain, and also to forbid the export, 
re-export or transit of arms, munitions and 
materials of war to Spain or Spanish pos- 
sessions. 

The Swedish Government confirms that it 
has made a provisional prohibition against the 
exportation of war material to Spain, and 
also declares that it will be prepared to accept 
the French proposal for non-intervention in 
Spain.

A FAIRY PRINCE 


On March. 10. 1864. the bells oí Munich 
foll to announce the passing away of King 
Max I1., and Ludwig ascends the throne in 
his nineteenth year. Tall, thin, with black 
eves and black curly hair. he is as handsome 
as any fairy prince. When his presiding 
Cabinet Minister bowed in homage before his 
Roval master. with the words, “ Has your 
Majesty any wish that I can fulfil?”’ the 
young King cried out with enthusiasm: ‘| 
want to meet Richard Wagner.’”’ 

And now comes the miraculous turning- 
point im Wagrer’s life. The events of that 
time are recorded in his autobiography, and 
their great influence on his destiny is recalled 
years later. Wagner had had to flee from 
Vienna to avoid his pressing creditors, and in 
his flight he stopped at Munich, then in deep 
mourning. “In a shop window,” he writes, 
&] saw a portrait of the young King, which 
awakened in me the feelings that one always 
has in the presence of youth and beauty, 
when life seems more than one can bear. ' 
From Manich Wagner wandered to Switzer- 
land, and later to Stuttgart. There in the 
house of a friend the completely broken-down 
man received a visitor's etd, upon which 
stood the words, “ Pfistermeister, Secretary 
to the King of Bavaria.’’ Pfistermeistes him- 
self arrives, after weeks of vain searching for 
Wagner, and delivers to the astonished com- 
poser, in ad‘lition to a letter and a photo- 
graph of the King. a ruby ring, to whie} are 
attached the words, “Even as this®ring 
glows, so is my ardent desire to see the poet 
and composer of ‘ Lohengrin.’ ” 


THE FIRST MEETING 


As one in a dream, Wagner allows himse!f 
to be taken to Munich. The first meeting of 
the two men is a fateful one. At first Wagner 
is entirely overwhelmed at the thought that 
there is someone who will save him. The 
first letter which he received from his roval 
friend contains the words, “The common 
cares of every-day life | will take from vour 
shoulders for ever; I will give you the rest 
you crave, so that you may soar anhampered 
into the ether on the wings of your 
gening, .. .”” : 

‘For ever!”—The, King kept his word. 
Wagucr’s debts in Vienna were paid, while 
he himself ‘received an annual salary which 
freed him from all pecuniary cares, as well

King’s order. Furthermore, the King saw 
to it that .Wagner’s o>eras, therctofore con- 
sidered ‘‘impossible,"” were given their

sented for the first time, followed by '' The 
Meistersingers ’’ in 1868. when Wagner sat 
with the King in the Royal Box, and in 
1869 and 1970 came the premidéfes§ cf 
“Rheingold ” and **.Walkuere.”’ The great 
public. hostality to. Wagner in Manich 
finally led the Kirg to send Wagner 
away from tue city. but as long as he bived 
he xemained solicicious for his welfare. In 
order to muke porsible the building of the 
Festiva] Thertre in P-y-erth, the Kinz 
guaranteed the sum of 200,000 marks. He 
made many gifts to ‘anus ‘Whanfried.’ and 
it was he who eventurlly saved the Bayreuth 
idea from collapsing. When the Theatre was 
half finished and wor could not go on for 
lack of funds, in the last moment of despair 
there came a tzlecram from the King, to the 
effect that the project must not be »bandoned. 
He made a further advance of 100.000 talers. 


OPENING OF BAYREUTH 


_ In 1876 the King was preseni at the open- 
ing. performance at Bayreuth. He was so ford 
of Wagner's works that he had them per- 
formed in the Royal.Theatre in. Munich for 
himself ag sole audience. Up. to the time 
of his death, Ludwig said: “The most beauti- 
ful memory oí my life was the surprise given 
We ir Wagner = wy 20th birthday by a 
performance of ‘Lohengrin.’ en the Alpin 
lake near Hohenschwangan.”” ee 

‘fhe King remained true to his composer- 
friend all his life. He did not attend the 
opening performance of ‘* Parsifal’’ at Bav- 
reuth, as he wanted to have it given in 
Manich the followin May. But this never 
happened, for on bhas 14, 1885 he 
received a telegram that Wagner had died of 
heart failure in Venice. 

When after Wagner’s funeral in Bayreuth 
the King’s Cabinet chief read the eulogies 
of the great master from all parts of the 
world, the King said sorrowfully: “ This 
great genius whom the world now bemourns 
was first recognised by me. It was I who 
rescued him and gave him to the world.”

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“DOING UP” THE 
KITCHEN

A Task for August 


A eUet is the “ slack’’ month in the 
| kitchen. Holidays dispose of many 
members of the household, and a general 
demand for cold dishes simplifies the un- 
ending duties of the cook. This, there- 
fore, of all months, is the most suitable 
for bringing the domestic quarters into 
line with the rest of the house. 

Most of us have had our holiday period 
interfered with this year, what with 
wretched weather, wars, and rumours of 
wars, Consequently, the financial position 
may be regarded as “sound.” | Money 
spent on the kitchen of any house reflects 
on the entire establishment, and may be 
regarded as a most useful investment. 

To many, the phrase, ‘‘doing up.” the 
kitchen, simply means employing a man 
to do his best, or his worst, with a brush 
and a bucket of whitewash. Clean, and 
a good idea, but not particularly advan- 
tageous otherwise, except in houses where 
the kitchen is already modernised. 


PROBLEMS 


Few, save in the most modern homes, 
can boast of complete satisfaction with 
the heating, cooking, lighting and water 
supply in their kitchens, It is to these 
problems that special attention must be 
given before the ‘‘doing-up”’ is even con- 
sidered. 

Naturally, the ultimate economies to be 
effected by these alterations will require 
careful and personal study, And, in order 
that the owner of an old-fashioned kitchen 
may be able to decide for hetself what 
1econstruction will best fit in with her 
pocket and her ideas. an unhurried round 
of showrooms is desirable. 

There the vendors of electricity, gas, 
and coal and coke boilers will each have 
quite definite reasons why their particular 
ware is the only one on the market! If 
the house is outside the areas where gas 
and electricity are available, she will be 
well advised to give her full attention 
to the new (to Ireland) system of cook- 
ing, heating and lighting by Calor gas. 
And, alter all this, there remains for her 
consideration the merits of the very 
perfect cookers fuelled by paraffin oil. 


LIGHTING 


Next comes the question of lighting. 
Poinis should not be spared, especially 
if the kitchen is a big one. It ig essential 
to have a good light at the stove, and 
equally important that the sink and iron- 
ing boards should be well lighted. 

If electricity is used power plugs for 
heaters and iron should be remembered. 
So many people are content to “ iron ” off 
the lighting point, ignoring the extrava- 
gance of their false economy. 

For cupboards an inspection bulb on a 
long flex is a boon. And while all these 
improvements are on foot, have an electric 
clock fitted. This will quite do away with 
the old excuse that “ the clock was slow.” 


CUPBOARDS 


Plenty of cupboards are a boon in a 
kitchen. Moderns cannot teach their 
grandmothers anything better than their 
old way of having “ each thing in its 
place.”’ i 

Some people say that too many cupboards 
just offer themselves up as dumping 
grounds for untidy methods. This diffi- 
culty can be attractively overcome by 
employing a good carpenter to make plenty 
of presses, and to give them all glass doors 
—sliding ones, 1f possible. 

While on the subject of glass, what about 
the window? Why not have it changed 
into a door if the kitchen leads to the 
garden, As well as letting in more air and 
more light, it will save quite a lot of un- 
necessary walking to and fro, especially 
if part of the garden is used for clothes 
drying. Just fancy the boon on a showery 
day, when the slightest delay means a 
drying spoiled. 


HOT AND COLD WATER 


If hot and cold water are not already 
laid on to the kitchen, now is the time 
to get it done, and while the plumber 
is at work, see that he places the stop- 
cocks conveniently. It is most annoying 
when the entire house has to have the 
water cut off because of some minor leak 
in the kitchen. 

Get draining boards at each side of the 
new sink, and inquire if it would be pos- 
sible to get a divided sink—a boon for 
washing and rinsing at the same time. 

In preference to the imposing kitchen 
table of yore get a smaller one, and pro- 
vide a trolley on wheels to move china to 
and from the diningroom. Old-fashioned 
marble-topped tables, formerly used as 
washotands in bedrooms, make very useful 
kitchen tables. They are popular because 
they are so easily kept spotless, and their 
coolness is invaluable to the pastry- 
maker. 

And so it would seem that, because a 
kitchen is old-fashioned, it does not mean 
that it has got to remain so for all time, 
The renovations may seem costly, bat they 
are well worth while, and most certainly 
they should be all ob age emg before the 
walls and ceiling get their new coat of 
paint or wash. 

All kinds of colours have been tried in 
the decoration of kitchens; that is a
